1) I am an assistant for Eric T. King. 

2) Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonpro visional Application dated 3/21/2002 was received in 
our office on March 29, 2002. 

3) On March 29, 2002, 1 sent a request to our database group requesting information on an 
address for Vaishali Nikhade. The database group indicated that this person was no longer 
an Intel Corporation emplyee.

The package was delivered on June 18, 2002 
to the above address. No contact from Vaishali Nikhade was received. 

6) On June 24, 2002, 1 paced a phone call to the phone number received from Stein 
Investigation Agency. I left a message as to who I was and why I was calling. 

7) On July 16, 2002, 1 sent a package, which included the same introductory letter and formal 
documents referred to above in item number 4, once again to 997 Glennfinnan Way, Folsom, 
CA 95630 via Federal Express. The package was delivered on July 18, 2002. No contact 
from Vaishali Nikhade was received.
